Bombers, Fighters 
Aid Italian Drive

ALLIED AIR FORCE HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Italy, May 13—(AP)— 
The Italian arm of Reichsmarshal 
Goering’s once-vaunted air force 
lay dormant all day Yesterday as 
Allied aircraft flew out in nearly 

3,000 sorties in support of the new 
Allied ground offensive. 

Not a single German fighter 
plane rose to challenge the raid- 
ers during the dawn to dusk at- 
tacks. One was sighted but it flew. 


Despite bad weather, the Allied 
bombers and fighters pounded com- 
munications, roads and air fields 
throughout Italy during the day in 
an intensified isolation campaign 
aimed at blocking supplies and re- 
inforcements from the enemy's Gus- 
tav line. 

Some medium and fighter-bomb- 
ers blasted bridges, guns and enemy 
troops just behind the enemy lines 
while fighters maintained combat 
patrols.

Suspend Priest 
Who Saw Stalin 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 13— 
(AP)—All priestly privileges for 
Rey. Stanislaus Orlemanski were 
taken away from him today by his 
immediate superior, Bishop Thomas 
H. O'Leary, a few hours after the 
Polish-American clergyman return- 
ed from a visit to Marshal Joseph 
Stalin in Moscow. 

Rey. George J, Shea, chancellor of 
the Springfield diocese, who made 
the announcement, said Bishop 
O'Leary had imposed canonical pen- 
alties on Father Orlemanski which 
would prohibit him from celebrat- 
ing mass or performing any divine 
office for an indefinite period. He 
will not be permitted to administer 
any of the sacraments of the church, 
Father Shea added, nor will be be 
allowed to remain in his parish or 
make any public appearances, 

Shortly before the suspension 
notice was served on him, Father 
Orlemanski said he went to 
Moscow to tell Marshal Stalin 
that he wanted the establishment 
of “an American system in 
Poland.” 

Father Shea declined to disclose 
the specific reason for the sus- 
pension other than to say it was 
for violation of the canons of the 
church,

Sale of Bonds 
In U.S. Approved 
By City Council 


City Council at a meeting Fri- 
day by unanimous vote decided to 
accept an offer from a New York 
financial syndicate for the sale of 
$9,150,000 of Edmonton bonds in 
the United States. 

The proceeds of this sale will be 
utilized for the retiring of $8,718,653 
of city debentures presently out- 
standing and which carry interest 
rates of four and one-half per cent., 
five and five and one-half per cent. 
The interest of the new debenture 
issue will average 3.99 per cent. 
IMMEDIATE BENEFIT 

Under the refinancing plan there 
will be an immediate benefit to the 
city in 1944 of $61,421.41 and there 
will be an annual reduction in the 
debenture interest charges of $235,- 
199 commencing with the year 1945. 

Bylaws and resolutions author- 
izing the acceptance of the offer 
were passed at the meeting. C. 
M. Smail, city treasurer, will leave 
Edmonton Saturday for New York 
to sign temporary debentures cov- 
ering the new issue. The issue 
will go on the market on May 15. 

Reporting to city council Com- 
missioner John Hodgson said that 
it was anticipated that most of the 
issue would be sold in the middle 
west of the United States, and add- 
ed that it was not anticipated that 
many of the bonds would be sold to 
insurance companies. 


TO CALL IN BONDS 

He said that the acceptance of 
the proposal would enable the city 
to call $13,638,355 of the present high 
interest rate bonds on August 1 
next, of which $4,484,167 would be a 
net reduction in bonded indebted- 
ness, entirely eliminating the an- 
nual interest charges on them. 

The deal, if accepted, would 
clear the way for the refinancing 
of $6,420,000 by means of an en- 
tirely Canadian issue, or issues 
at the present low market rates. 
There was little discussion by 
aldermen following Mr. Hodgson’s 
verbal report. This, coupled with 
the extensive report on the refin- 
ancing negotiations, placed all the 
facts in the possession of alder- 
men.

British, Canadian Troops 
Possess Secret Weapon

day to be armed with a secret weapon which demolishes a military

Prime Minister Winston Churchill, accompanied by Prime Min- 
isters Mackenzie King and Jan C. Smuts, witnessed a demonstration 
of the weapon somewhere in England. A sample “German” position 
crumbled to rubble, infantry charged with bayonets to “consolidate 
the destroyed post,” and Churchill exclaimed excitedly to Smuts: 


The nature of the new weapon first will be made known to the 
Nazis in a manner calculated to do them the most harm, but it is 
nut too much to say that it may play a big part in neutralizing the 
West Wall of Adolf Hitler's European fortress,

At the same time, Ameri- 
can troops of the Fifth 
Army on the left wing of

Russians Beat 
Off 2 Attacks 
On Bridgehead

MOSCOW, May 13—Red Army 
troops beat off new attacks on the 
Soviet bridgehead on the lower 
Dnester River near Chisinau, 


Bessarabia, today, as the last 
enemy resistance was liquidated 
in the Crimea, where the Ger- 
mans and Romanians lost more 
than 111,000 men’ killed or cap- 
tured. 

The futile assaults on the bridge- 
head northwest of Tiraspol, in 
which the Germans brought large 
forces of infantry and tanks into 
action, cost the enemy 4,000 dead 
and the loss of 100 tanks in two days 
through yesterday. 

Gen. Feodor I. Tolbukhin's Fourth 
Ukrainian Army, which had cap- 
tured Sevastopol, wiped out the 
last centre of enemy resistance at 
Cape Chersonese in the Crimea yes- 
terday to complete a 35-day cam- 
paign in which the enemy suffered 
its worst defeat since Stalingrad. 

The Soviet information bureau 
disclosed that more than 50,000 
enemy soldiers and officers were 
killed and 61,587 captured, includ- 
ing two German generals as the 
Red army forces cleared the 10,000. 
square-mile peninsula, In the last 
six days alone, more than 44,000 
enemy men were killed or taken 
prisoner. 

Russian warships and planes 
also took a heavy toll of enemy 
shipping during the campaign, 
sinking 191 German vessels, in- 
cluding 69 troop transports. 

The heavy enemy losses indicated 
that few of the Germans and Ro- 
manians escaped from the penin- 
sula.

VICTORIA, May 13—(CP)—In 
an affidavit filed in appeal court 
yesterday, W. H. M. Haldane, 
counsel for Ralph M. Wilby, want- 
ed in New York to face 17 charges 
of grand larceny involving $275,- 
984, charged that Wilby was man- 
acied to a bed in the Commercial 
hotel, Nanaimo, shortly after mid- 
night May 5. 

The affidavit claimed Wilby was 
manacled by two New York detec- 
tives. Sergeant Fred Hains and 
George Salayka and “violently re- 
strained” when he shouted calls for 
help to two provincial policemen 
in the alleyway outside his room.

The newspapers at- 
tach little importance to what is 
said here in parliament, though they 
devote full pages to reports of the 
debates and discussions in provin- 
cial legislatures.” 

Thomas Reid (L.-New Westmin- 
ster) said the press of British Col- 
umbia was “intimidated” by mem- 
bers of the C.C.F. party. 

“They went to the newspapers in 
the Fraser Valley and told them 
that in their party they had so 
many subscribers to these different 
papers and said “if you do not give 
us a mighty good break we will 
withdraw all these subscriptions of 
our adherents.”

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Saving Millions of Dollars 


For more than ten years, in season and 
out of season, The Bulletin has pointed out 
to Edmonton taxpayers the effect of the 
ruinous interest rates paid on the city’s 
debt. 

Millions of dollars worth of property 
belonging to our pioneer citizens has been 
confiscated as a result of these unreason- 
able and intolerable charges. Citizens have 
seen their real estate savings totally swept 
away in this torrent of high interest prodig- 
ality. 

City hall officials, however, finally got 
busy. Now with the refunding of about half 
the debt, savings amounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars each year have been 
effected. Over a period of twenty years, 
many millions of dollars will have been 
saved for overburdened taxpayers. 

We are now told by our Dominion min- 
ister of finance, the Hon. J. L, Ilsley, and 
by Mr. Graham Towers, governor of The 
Bank of Canada, that low interest rates on 
both private and public debt will prevail 
now and in the future. The day of high 
interest, they say, is gone. 

If this is true, some of the benefactions 
conferred on Edmonton taxpayers through 
intelligent refunding will begin to fall on 
all the citizens of the Dominion, 

In view of the fact that the high interest 
racket has already ruined millions of Cana- 
dians, this new low interest trend can not 
begin too soon. 

It is interesting to note that The 
Bulletin’s sometimes monotonous but ‘al- 
ways sincere protests over the inordinate 
wages of money have at last been written 
into the financial philosophy of Canada. 
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Berlin Must Guess 


The Allied attack in Italy looks like an 
all-out offensive, aimed to capture Rome 
and to clear the enemy out of the pen- 
insula. If that is the object, this may be 
taken as the opening of the general assault 
on the Hitler fortress, and multiple attacks 
may be expected on the west, the south, 
the east, and possibly the north, It is no 
secret that such is the grand strategy on 
which the Allied chiefs have agreed. The 
oniy question is whether the sudden drive 
in Italy is the lead-off, or only a “feint or 
false start”. 

Uncertain which it may be, the Nazi 
high command is not at all likely to switch 
back any of the divisions sent to Italy from 
the eastern front, to help check the Red 
army in Romania or Poland, Nor to with- 
draw troops from that zone to bolster the 
coastal defences in France. If any shuttl- 
ing is done from one front to another it is 
more likely to be toward Italy, and not 
away from it. 

Hitler cannot afford to risk losing 
ground in Italy, even to avoid losing it else- 
where. Perhaps the real purpose of the at- 
tack there is to pin down some more of his 
divisions on the southern front and thus 
weaken his resistance in the west and the 
east. That is something Berlin would much 
like to know. 
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A Good Omen 


During the first four months of this 
year Canada’s export trade broke all 
records. Total exports for the period 
amounted to $1,035,000,000. The bulk of 
these consisted of munitions and war sup- 
plies, but it is noted that the trend of non- 
military exports was upward. 

The latter fact is more significant than 
the heavy movement of war commodities, 
as an indicator of post-war activity in Can- 
ada. War industry will taper off when 
peace returns, and we shall then have to 
rely on the export of civilian requirements 
to keep the wheels turning at anything like 
full speed. 

Wartime has demonstrated that there 
is practically no limit to the amount of 
goods Canadians can produce. But produc- 
tion is neither useful nor in any large way 
practicable unless the products can be sold. 
It is out of the question that we should con- 
sume in Canada more than a fraction of 
the food and other products which our re- 
sources and our expanded industrial facil- 
ities will make possible—and necessary if 
our people are to be employed on a scale of 
pay that will provide a good standard of 
living. 

At present there is no difficulty about 
markets abroad for our surplus products. 
There may not be much difficulty in dispos- 
ing of the exportable margin for some time 
after the war ends, But beyond the read- 
justment period lies the danger that we 
may not be able to find buyers for what we 
cannot use, and may therefore have to cut 
down production. 

It is good news for this reason that we 
are finding markets in other countries for 
goods which people will need when the war 
and its requirements are things of the past. 
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That War of Nerves 


Herr Goebbels is getting impatient. He 
wants General Eisenhower to launch his 
invasion forces against the western front 
without any more delay. The Nazi de- 
fences, he says, are all but perfect, and the 
sooner the attack is made the sooner the 
attackers will be hurled back into the sea. 
This doesn’t sound like a very good reason 
why the General should strike before he is 
ready. But it wasn't addressed to the 
General. It was offered to the German 
people as an explanation for the curious 
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anxiety at Nazi headquarters to have the 
battle get under way at once. 

The explanation is bogus, but there is 
every reason to Suppose the anxiety is 
genuine. The Hitler empire is now ringed 
about by foes whom he cannot “blitzkrieg”, 
but who are pounding his industries and 
communication lines ‘day and night and 
can go on doing it as long as they please. 
There is not a square mile of Axis territory 
where Allied bombers cannot plant bombs 
whenever and in what numbers they 
choose. And they are “planting” them 
in the vital spots in thousands of tons every 
day. 

Against this overhead attack the Nazis 
cannot make an effective counter-attack 
in any direction, Their luftwaffe is no 
longer able to make reprisal raids of major 
proportions on England. The Russian army 
is a stone-wall against which the Hitler 
generals know better than to hurl their 
troops. There is just nothing the besieged 
Nazis can do but “take it”, and they are 
taking it in doses a thousand times larger 
than they administered to their victims in 
their palmy days. 

No doubt Berlin is anxious for the 
Allies to stop this one-sided type of war 
and start ground offensives, on either front 
or even on both, Then the Nazis could at 
least fight back. Now they can only take 
what punishment is imposed upon them. 
What if the Allies should decide to just 
stand pat all summer on their investing 
lines, and go on dumping bombs into the 
Hitler industrial centres, on his railways 
—-and later upon the ripening crops in the 
Reich? % 


Sweden has slapped Hitler on the 
wrist again. In future he will be allowed 
to fly only one courier plane per day over 
Swedish territory. This apparently is the 
severe displeasure to which the Stockholm 
authorities are moved by the discovery 
that maps of vulnerable Swedish areas are 
being shipped from Berlin to Nazi com- 
manders in Norway. It is Sweden's busi- 
ness of course whether restriction to one 
official Nazi plane per day is a sufficient 
safeguard against invasion from Nor- 
wegian bases, But one good sized plane per 
day can probably carry all the additional 
maps the Hitler commanders in Norway 
will require if they are ordered to start a 
blitzkrieg into Sweden.

Refuse to Crucify Alberta 
Taxpayers on Cross of 


Interest rates

In its issue of April 1 (the date, 
unfortunately, is not significant), 
the pompous London Economist, a 
leading financial magazine of Eng- 
land, delivers itself of the follow- 
ing stinging phrases: 

“The continued absence of any 
suggestion from the Province of 
Alberta for the 
revision of its 
debt payments 
has long caused 
regret. 

“It is, 
fore, scarcely 
surprising that 
the Alberta Bond- 
holders’ Protec- 
tion Committee 
has addressed to 
the provincial 
government a let- 
ter which reads Harold L. Weir 
rather like an ultimatum, Resent- 
ment is certainly justified, but it 


there- 


may not have been in the best 
taste to show it. Alberta ceased to 
pay full interest rates in 1936, as 
a result partly of losses on its 
corn crop and partly of the cur- 
rency experiment in social credit, 

“Meanwhile, the financial em- 
barrassment of Alberta has 
changed into a substantial surplus 
—over $7 million in 1942 and $6 
million in 1943, representing an av- 
erage of nearly a quarter of the 
total ordinary revenue. 

“Why, despite these facts, Al- 
berta has taken no action to honor 
a clear-cut and self-acknowledged 
obligation, laid aside under stress 
of circumstances, it is hard to say. 
At any rate, the Protective Com- 
mittee of the bondholders has now 
put forward demands _ which 
amount in effect to the full hon- 
oring of all claims, both past and 
future, 

“It is difficult to disagree with 
the complaints and claims of the 
Protective Committee, although it 
may seem regretable that they feel 
the need to address a Canadian 
province in far icier terms, and 


with far more thoroughgoing de- 
mands, than are ever made to 
foreign debtors.” 


One Little Group 


One should realize, first, that the 
small clique, referred to in the 
above article as the Protective 
Committee, does not represent 
any part of the government of Eng- 
land, the ordinary people of Eng- 
land or the soldiers of England. 

In fact, many of these so-called 
financial protective committees do 
not even truly represent original 
bondholders, but often speak most 
loudly merely for themselves or 
for speculators, 


In the light of all the circum- 
stance, it is certainly not very good 
taste, as this article grudgingly ad- 
mits, to send an ultimatum to Al- 
berta in words admittedly stronger 
than are employed towards for- 
eign nations, 

There are surely times when all 
parts of the Empire should stand 
together in friendship. But this 
small financial clique wants a 
piority on what it thinks is its 


full cut regardless of war condi- 
tions or regardless of the ill-will 
generated in such a demand for a 
pound of flesh. 

This implies no criticism of the 
individual bondholder whose bona 
fide investments should be 
afforded reasonable protection. But 
this arrogant demand does not 
come from individual bondholders. 


It comes from a_ professional 
clique of speculators. 
Just View 


In arriving at a just view of these 
unfortunate circumstances, it is 
necessary to take into account the 
rights of the Alberta taxpayer and 
citizen as well as the rights of the 
bondholder. It is unthinkable that 
justice for the one should be 
secured at the cost of ruining the 
other. 

And yet a survey of the depres- 
sion days, when this bond interest 
reduction was made, reveals this 
very situation. 

In those days Western Canada 
was so exceedingly afflicted that 
farmers were being sold out with

Edmonton, Bulletin: 
can build what houses 
needs without assistance 
either province or dominion. 

The city comptrollers for 1942 
state the net profit after deducting 
deprecjation, operating expenses, 
interest and redemption on debt 
was $1,090,338, The operation of the 
five utility departments for the 
year resulted in the transfer of a 
net surplus of $439,240, besides 
paying taxes amounting to $631,098 
and, in addition, placing $850,670 
for improvements and extensions. 
This was a tremendous sum to take 
from the utilities without consider- 
ing ways and means to build houses 
for Edmonton citizens, especially 
the tax levy, when 44,480 non-pro- 
perty-owners paid $800,340 and the | 
14,000 burgesses paid $252,340, total | 
$1,052,340. 

We must remember that the non- 
property voters have to pay rent 
to the burgesses who own all their 
own houses, and approximately all 
the houses rented in Edmonton. I 
claim the non-property voters have 
a right to know how the money 
they contributed for the utilities 
was spent, and since we got no 
funds from the utilities for 1942 and 
1943, that we ask for the $800,340 
that the non-property owners con- 
tributed be spent in 1944 for build- 
ing houses for the city, approxi- 
mately as follows:

Board of the Citizens’ Volunteer 
Bureau (W.V.S.) of Edmonton re- 
grets the recent adverse decision 
with respect to a proposed day 
nursery in Edmonton. 

A few weeks ago the Board made 
a sample survey of ten city blocks 
between 93rd and 97th streets and 
north of Jasper Avenue, and foun 
that sixteen (16) mothers of twenty- 
one (21) children of pre-school age 
were in need of day-nursery ser- 
vice. The occupations of these 
mothers were checked by the loca 
Selective-Service office, and were 
found to be within the required cat- 


egories. The area of this survey | 


would not be more than a quarter 
of the size that cculd be served by 
one day nursery, 

This survey was made at the re- 
quest of the Child-Care Committee 
of the Edmonton Council of Social 
Agencies, Volunteer workers visit- 
ing houses and suites in the course 
of thes urvey found in several cases 
overcrowding and other undesir- 
able conditions and surroundings 
which points very clearly to the 
need of providing trained day-time 
supervisors for the children of 
working mothers during the pre- 
school period, now generally re- 
garded as the most important form- 
ative period in the lives of these 
children. 

The Planning Board of the C.V.B. 
submits, therefore, that in its opin- 
ion there is immediate need for the 
establishment of at least one day 
nursery in Edmonton. The Board 
ventures to suggest that such action 
on the part of the provincial and 
municipal governments would not 
be the first example of the adoption 
by the Province of Alberta of a 
progressive measure of social wel- 
fare in the face of refusal by the 
other western provinces to take 
similar action.

Within those same 
years, as you know, a tremendous 
change has come over the hog situ 
ation within Canada—with 65 out 
of every 100 animals today coming 
from western feed troughs, and the 
balance east of the Lakehead, as 
against precisely the reverse ratio 
in 1938-39. Why not get busy on 
expanding the machinery and per- 
sonnel in the packing industry? 

If anyone thinks that the demand 
for pork products will vanish with 
today's enemies, I make bold to dis- 
agree. It is my conviction that 
there will be a more insistent de- | 
mand for farm tonnage in the next | 
five years than in the past five.

Alberta was forced into this 
bond interest cut not only by the 
needs of Alberta people, but by 
the refusal of Ottawa to help this 
province and by the obdurate 
position taken by the financial 
powers. 


War Conditions 


It is true that Alberta has 
achieved more prosperous times, 
But Albertans are taxed to the 
limit for war purposes and have 
paid their full share under lend 
lease, These are sacred obligations 
which surely have a moral priority 
over the demands of a London 
financial clique, 

On a per capita basis Alberta 
contributes about seven percent of 
the contents of the national purse, 
Alberta, then, has made a substan- 
tial contribution towards the loan 
of $700,000,000 which Canada has 
joaned Britain free of . interest, 
Albera has made a substantal con- 
tribution towards the two free 
gifts of a billion dollars each which 
have already been made by Canada 
to Britain, She will make a fur- 
ther contribution towards the third 
gift which is now in process of 
being made, 

In the face of these circum- 
stances, which are taxing every Al- 
bertan to the utmost, this self- 
named Protective Committee in 
England has the colossal gall to 
demand that Alberta bind itself to 
pay 4 percent on all future secur- 
ities. This demand is aggravat- 
ingly unreasonable in view of the 
fact that interest rates are steadily 
declining. 

All Canadian obligations in Lon- 
don should have been repatriated 
under lend lease long ago. Criti- 
cism of this nature would have 
been obviated had this been done, 
But it has been the Dominion gov- 
ernment policy not to take this 
step, 

Of course, even repatriation 
would not offset all criticism 
where Alberta’s debts are con- 
cerned because neither the finan- 
cial manipulators of London nor 
the financial advisors of the Do- 
minion government look with a 
kindly eye on a province which has 
spear-headed the attack on the in- 
ordinate wages of money, 

However, personal. prejudices 
should not enter into this situation. 
The individual bondholders should 
be treated fairly, but not to the 
point of enslaving Alberta in the 
bonds of perpetual and inescapable 
debt. 

There is no shadow of an ex- 
cuse for the publication of this 
peremptory and intolerant article 
in the London Economist. And 
surely, when all the facts are con- 
sidered, few will endorse it.

Mind-cure refers to the use of 
mental power in the treatment of 
disease. Of course, with the devel- 
opment of modern psychology, 
which is a recent development, we 
better understand what we are do- 
ing when we use mind power; that 
is, we understand some of the laws 
regarding the principles—we know 
which laws will work and are able 
to apply them to secure results. 
Although our understanding of the 
principles is new when viewed 
against the background of history, 
nevertheless the use of mind power 
is not at all. In some or other, 
mind-power has been used for 
many thousands of years. While we 
know more about some of the prin- 
ciples, some of the rules regarding 
its application, we are simply mak- 
ing use of a power which has been 
employed by man over a long per- 
iod of time. Previously, this power 
was used more or less blindly, but 
the power was used by man and is 
still being used. 

Many different schools of mental 
healing have relied upon mind 
power and some of these different 
schools used methods almost dir- 
ectly opposite of the methods used 
by other schools—yet they all se- 
cured results, Regardless of the 
method used, results followed in 
a variable percentage of cases, The 
different schools were al) employ- | 
ing the same kind of power, em- 
ploying it in different ways, but 
using the same force. This mental 
force might be compared to the 
force of electricity—in the same 
way that we use electricity to cook 
a waffle or to heat®an iron, seem- 
ing to use it in different ways, yet 
in reality using the same kind of 
power and letting it flow through 
different channels, so we find the 
force of mind power used in seem- 
ingly different ways and yet the 
same force, doing the work in all 
these different channels. 

In the history of man we have 
many recorded instances of heal- 
ing which occurred through prayer 
and faith, cures that might be 
called mental cures. In all systems 
of treatment, we find that most 
people demand faith in something. 
If the patient has faith in medi- 
cines, any doctor who prescribes 
medicine will help that patient. 
The theory behind the giving of 
medicines has made a tremendous 
impression upon millions of the 
people and that impression has a 
healing power in itself. The remedy 
used will gain an effect in a mater- 
ial way, but there also exists this 
mental effect and when the mental 
effect is one of faith and confi- 
dence, the material effect will be 
much stronger 

However, there are many systems 
which have been found to cure 
without the use of any material 
remedies whatsoever, and we must 
admit if we are willing to be honest 
about it, that almost every one of 
these mental systems has helped a 
large number of people. Personally, 
1 do not believe that there is any 
conflict between material science 
and mental science, just as I be- 
lieve that mental science by itself 
is not as useful as it would be, if) 
coupled with some sensible phys- | 
ical measures. I believe that phys- 
ical measures will not be as suc- 
cessful as they should be, unless 
the mental! factor is taken into con- 
sideration. The mind has an effect 
upon the body and this effect is a 
very noticeable one. Certainly, this 
part of yourself which is “unpinch- 
able,” this part that you can not 
pick up in your fingers and feel has 
an effect upon the pinchable part. 
That unpinchable thing has an 
effect upon the part which you can 


grasp. 
In studying the mental effect 
produced in the cure of disease, we 
find that healing comes about 
largely through applying the prin- 
ciple of suggestion. The patient has 
suggested to him a better belief, a 
better concept, or it may be just 
that he has the idea of improving 
physteally sugge’ted to him very 
strongly, The patient has faith in 
that suggestion: he believes he is 
going to be helped and he is.

Mother's Day 


“And she, being instructed of her mother, said——” Matt. 14:8 


'O WIN the war at the price of the integrity of the home is a sad 
bargain. And yet that is the danger confronting us this very day. 
Many mothers are engaged in business or industry new—neces- 

sity drives them to it—and a double duty is laid upon their shoulders. 
Not only must they be efficient in public service, but they must rush 
home to attend to the endless details awaiting them there. More than 
that, they must have regard for their children's education, health, cloth- 
ing, recreation and companions, It is not every mother who can be 
sufficiently resourceful to meet these divers demands. 

When the father is there to take his rightful share, the situation 
may be manageable. But, when, as in tens of thousands of cases the 
father is engaged in national service, the full weight of responsibility 
falls upon the mother’s shoulders. 

Added to this is the congested condition in which many people 
have to live today. The demands of the war and the economic pres- 
sure incident fo it tend to rob the families of the privacy and comfart 
of the old-time home environment. 

And then there is the intrusion of the unknown, new personalities 
in the shape of roomers and boarders, which cannot fail to affect the 
atmosphere of the home either unpleasantly or happily. 

Juvenile delinquency is but one of the many symptoms of failure 
in parental control consequent on all this, and the ill-considered ac- 
quaintances, the questionable behavior and defiance of home restric- 
tions are all of a piece. 

It is not necessary that we should indulge in the week-eyed, maud- 
lin sensibility of Mother's Day to recognize the necessity of conserving 
the security of the home. However much the greed for gain may seek 
to commercialize this tribute to our mothers, and it is lamentable, this 
shameless exploitation of a noble impulse, we still do well to honor 
this tender relationship, which makes possible a happy home. 

For, let it be remembered that the first school began here, where 
nature determined the co-educational system and where the cultiva- 
tion of the heart was as important as the discipline of the mind. Here 
was the first hospital where Mother's touch and Mother's kisses were 
more potent than any painkiller, poultice or panacea. Here, too, was 
the first manufactory, where cooking, clothing and correcting went 
hand in hand. And, let it not be forgotten that the first church was 
here. “The church in the house” taught us the 23rd Psalm, the Lord's 
Prayer and “Now | lay me down to sleep.” Here the father and mother 
are in holy partnership and share responsibility in. the religious train- 
ing and moral guidance of their children. No emphasis upon Mother's 
Day should relieve the father of his legitimate duty and privilege in 
providing for the religious training of his family. “My wife does the 
church work for this house,” is a mighty poor excuse for a man who is 
ordained of God to be a priest in his own home. 

This is not to minimize, however, the mother's wonderful oppor- 
tunity with her children. If the daughter of Herodious, “being instruct- 
ed of her mother” became the virtual murderer of Jobn the Baptist, 
it still remains true that the mother who is possessed of fine aspira- 
tions, of Christian piety and high standards can instill into the minds 
of her sons and daughters ideals and noble purposes which will influ- 
ence them throughout their days. 

If it be true that John Ruskin, Robert Browning, John Wesley and 
Sir William Osler, each of whom has left his impress upon the cul- 
tural, religious and scientific life of our time, admittedly owed an 
unpayable debt to the instruction and influence of their mothers, it is 
equally true that many among us owe, to our mothers, not only a debt 
of affection, but a conscious endeavor, a shaping of purpose, a mould- 
ing of character and a quiet urging upward and onward, the effect of 
which is incalculable and everlasting.

Iron and oil are the key materials 
of naval power.

dustrial giants. There will be a 
home front forging the military 
force to carry destruction through 
the air to the enemy's home front, 


BASIS STEEL 

The basis of the home front will 
be steel—entering into architectural 
uses, railroads, machine tools, etc. 
But the weapons themselves, the 
striking force, will be made pre- 
dominantly of light alloys. To keep 
abreast of a changing technological 
world, if we want to plan in fela- 
tion to future facts rather than 
present facts, these realignments in 
the field of raw materials must be 
taken into consideration. 

All this is based oh my profound 
belief that air power will be the 
dominant military force. And in 
my opinion it is our national duty 
to build up the producing sources 
of aluminum and magnesium, to 
accumulate not pig iron, but pig 
aluminum and magnesium. Rubber, 
too, is basic to air power, so that 
there can be no slacking off in 
the development of synthetic rub- 
ber. We must also push the latest 
process for refining oi]; and manu- 
facturing facilities for refining fuel, 
not only from crude petroleum but 
from other sources of synthetic 
fuels, to meet the demand of the 
new forms of propulsion.

Sumner Welles 
quarantine itself from “the pesti- 


lence” which exists in Buenos 
Aires by continued non-recogni- 
tion of the present Argentine gov- 
ernment. 

Some pertinent questions should 
be answered at this stage. When 
in the history of inter-American 
relations has the policy of non- 
recognition as a means of exercis- 
ing coercion ever yet been con- 
structive? When has it ever con- 
tributed to the development of 
democratic processes of free insti- 
tutions? When has it ever proved 
to be a means of promoting under- 
standing and friendly relationships 
between the American peoples? 


NON-RECOGNITION 

For that matter—to take an ex- 
tra-hemispheric instance—I won- 
der if the editor in question re- 
gards the policy of non-recognition 
by the United States of the Soviet 
government between 1917 and 1933 
as either wise or successful. I 
doubt that he would maintain that 
our isolation from Russia during 
those years had contributed either 
lo the awakening of the Russian 
people to their need in their own 
interest to play a healthy part in 
international affairs or to the 
elimination of the causes for war. 

Non-recognition should be lim- 
ited to those cases where actual 
hostility is intended. The policy 
of non-recognition in order to ex- 
ert political pressure is always 
sterile. It prevents the continua- 
tion between the governments con- 
cerned of direct relations through 
which much can always be done to 
remove the grounds of discord and 
to find a means of paving the way 
for the witimate removal of the 
cause of controversy, In inter- 
American relations the adoption by 
this government of such a policy 
creates violent ill-fecling because 
it is construed as meaning only 
one thing—the assertion by the 
United States of an inteftion to 
dominate the affairs of neighbor- 
ing peoples in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

The result of the present pol- 
icy of the Department of State 
toward Argentina has been to 
inflame all segments of Argen- 
tine opinion against us and tem- 
porarily to strengthen the hands 
of the military junta now in con- 
trol, 

What is equally damaging, a 
similar reaction has occurred in 
countries adjacent to Argentina. 

We have directly contributed to 
the reinforcement of Axis prop- 
aganda against the United States. 
It is notorious that many other 
American governments are not 
only deeply concerned by the pres- | 
ent situation, but also increasingly 
restive, Not only their political, 
but their commercial and financial 
interests as well, are jeopardized 
by a continuation of the existing 
stalemate.

One of the greatest achieve- 
ments realized by the American 
nations was the agreement to con- 
sult together when it became nec- 
essary to find a solution for threats 
to their common safety. This is a 
singularly appropriate moment for 
a resort to that protection. For the 
breakdown of the unity of the 
Americas not only menaces the 
welfare of all of the peoples of the 
New World, but there are inherent 
in this situation potential devel- 
opments of incalculable danger to 
the long-range interests of the 
United States. 

RENEWED THOUGHT 

Were such consultation to take 
place the American governments 
might well give renewed thought to 
the desirability of their adopting 
as a norm in inter-American rela- 
tions the Estrada doctrine of rec- 
ognition advanced some years ago 
by the government of Mexico. 

The Estrada doctrine provides 
that when changes of government 
take place in any American repub- 
lic-recognition is not regarded as 
being necessary to continue diplo- 
matic relations—mere “letters of 
continuation” are sent by each 
other American government, with- 
out interruption of diplomatie re- 
lations, as a reply to the official 
notice that the new government 
has been constitued. In an official 
interpretation given to the doctrine 
by the Mexican Foreign Minister 
ten years ago he very accurately 
Stated that this procedure “does 
not give rise to diplomatic haggling 
for recognition, nor does it involve 
a wound of any kind to the dignity 
and independence of a state.” The 
door, of course, is still left open for 
the severance of official relations 
upon any of the grounds recognized 
as valid by international law. 

Had all the American republics 
adopted this policy the present 
highly dangerous situation would 
never have developed. In view of 
the intolerable impasse now brought 
about, one can only hope that one 
of the American governments will 
undertake leadership, as each gov- 
ernment is empowered to do by 
existing agreements, and request a 
consultative meeting in order to 
check the growing jeopardy to 
hemispheric unity before more 
harm results to the vital interests 
of all of the American nations.

Mrs. M. says her two boys, 9 and 
11, both wet the bed and she is 
nearly frantic trying to keep the 
bed-clothes clean, “Do you have a 
remedy for this?” she writes, “I 
believe it is just laziness.” 

With children of this age I am 
inclined to believe you are right. 
Have you had an examination made 
to determine if there might be any 
physical condition responsible for 
it? 
The probability is that the young- 
er boy has no incentive to be dry 
because the older one is uncontrol- 
led. The pattern is set and both 
boys allow you to shoulder the 
burden of their failures. 

Your first mistake is in allow- 
ing them to do this. Each morn- 
ing—or right after school—they 
should go to the laundry and 
wash, rinse, and hang up their 
sheets and whatever covers have 
been wet. They should carry out 
and air their mattresses. This 
isn’t punishment, it is just the 
natural reward of their refusal to 
make the effort to be dry. 

They should be given no milk or 
other drinks at supper time, and 
should have their supper foods 
more heavily salted. In addition, 
at bedtime they may each have a 
half a sandwich made of bread with 
heavily-salted butter or else a fill- 
ing of salty ham, bacon or fish. 
This is an aid to control. 

Stop shaming them. Drop the 
“frantic” attitude. Explain to them 
pleasantly that anytime they will 
make the effort to be dry, they can 
be. Even in sound sleep there are 
little nerves which stay on the job 
and apprise them when the bladder 
needs emptying. It is they who 
must be ready and willing to heed 
the warning. 

Perhaps the combination of the 
natural penalty, the salt sandwich, 
which is exactly what its name im- 
plies, and the explanation of their 
own part in success, will do the 
trick,

TORONTO, May 13. — (CP) — 
Margaret Ecker, only woman mem- 
ber of the overseas staff of The 
Canadian Press, won the Canadian 
Women's Press Club Memorial 
Award for the best personality bio- 
graphical sketch by a Canadian 
woman published in the year end- 
ing March 15, 1944, 


Announcement of the award was 
made today by Kathleen McDowell, 
chairman of the Memorial Award 
committee, reporting the decision 
of the judge, Emily Kimbrough, 
noted American editor and author. 

The winning sketch was a graphic 
human-interest ‘story about John 
P, Murphy who was stricken with 
paralysis on a Toronto street and, 
unable to speak or move, lay un- 
identified in a Toronto hospital for 
four years. Eventually he was able 
to spell out his name by pointing to 
letters and subsequent!y mastered 
the typewriter sufficiently to write 
short stories. 

Of this sketch, which was pub- 
lished across Canada by Canadian 
Press newspapers last Sept. 29, 
Miss Kimbrough said: “The story 
on John P, Murphy is to my mind 
the best piece of newspaper human- 
interest writing--terse, vivid and 
with a justifiable emotional dip, 
but not a complete bath.” Miss 
Kimbrough was the author, with 
Cornelia Otis Skinner, of the best- 
seller “Our Hearts were Young and 
Gay” and of “We Followed Our 
Hearts to Hollywood.” 


IN SECOND PLACE 

Among the numerous sketches 
received from all sections of the 
Dominion, Miss Kimbrough gave 
second place to “Who Is Rita?” by 
Mary Ewart Jukes of Ottawa, pub- 
lished in Toronto Saturday Night, 
of which she wrote: “It is touching 
and it is humorous with a deft 
handling.” 

Third place went to a sketch of 
Stephen Vincent Benet by Lois 
Darroch of North Bay, in Canadian 
Forum. Honorable mention was 
given to Dorothy Hornfelt of To- 
ronto for her sketch of Oscar Le- 
vant published in Red Cross Junior. 


The first-prize winner, who 
writes under her single name Mar- 
garet Ecker, is wife of Fit.-Lt. Bob 
Francis, also a former member of 
the CP staff. She joined CP early 
in 1942 and after her husband went 
overseas with the R.C.A.F. made 
application for transfer to London. 
She was scheduled for the move 
late in 1942 but suffered a broken 
back in a fall from a horse just be- 
fore she was to leave. She finally 
got to London last October, just as 
her husband returned there from 
duty in the Mediterranean. 


BORN IN EDMONTON 

She was born in Edmonton and 
worked with the Vancouver Prov- 
ince and the Calgary Herald before 
coming east. She worked with CP 
at Ottawa and Toronto. 

The Memorial Award is made an- 
nually for a selected subject and 
was originated by the Canadian 
Women’s Press Club with the idea 
of honoring its deceased members 
and to provide a stimulus for all 
Canadian women writers. The 
Memorial Award Committee con- 
sist of the chairman, assisted by 
Elizabeth Long, head of CBC Wo- 
men's Talks, and Margaret Aitken, 
Toronto Telegram.

enough to enable you to drop the 
“spit” of soil bottom side up. Take 
your time about this, working not 
over an hour a day, and your gar- 
den will be ready in a surprising 
short time, with a minimum of sore 
muscles. 

Working an hour a day, a garden 
1,000 square feet in area can be 
spaded in eight days. A good way 
is to mark out the area you intend 
to work at one time. Then open a 
trench at one end, depositing the 
dirt removed from it near the other 
end of the area, Now lift the soil 
adjoining the trench, so that a sec- 
ond trench is opened, and the earth 
from it deposited, bottom up, in 
the first trench, continue until the 
day's stint is done, filling in the 
last trench with soil removed from 
the first. 

In the spring, be careful not to 
spade into the soil undecayed 
leaves, manure, plant stems, or to 
turn over heavy sod, which may 
decay slowly and make it difficult 
to cultivate. Light sod, or cover 
crops, may be turned under, or a 
light dressing of manure may be 
handled in this way: Spread it 
evenly over the area, and aiter the 
first trench is opened, rake the 
manure from the next strip to be 
spaded, and place it in the bottom 
of the trench. 

Continue in this manner, making 
sure that all the manure is buried 
so deeply that it will never catch 
in your cultivating tools. In general

“The Edmonton Junior Chamber 
of Commerce will seek full com- 
mpnity support for its coming anti- 
venereal disease campaign,” Vern 
Sadd, the chairman of the commit- 
tee in charge, said Saturday. 

Mr. Sadd said that it is the in- 
tention of the committee to give the 
public all available information 
about the spread of venereal dis- 
ease and the means for its preven- 
tion and control. 

“We believe it is the responsi- 
bility of every citizen to join in the 
national campaign against these 
dangerous infections,’ Mr. Sadd 
said. The venereal diseases—syph- 
ilis and gonorrhoea—weaken the 
striking power of our armed forces; 
they affect our industrial efficiency; 
and they also endanger the national 
security. 

“Medical science has given us all 
the means needed for their con- 
trol. There are now available new 
drugs, new methods of diagnosis, 
new techniques of treatment. What 
is still needed is a greater under- 
standing, and the co-operation of 
the general public which would re- 
sult. 

“We are looking particularly for 
the co-operation of the youth and 
welfare organizations, service clubs, 
women's groups, the church, par- 
ents, teachers, management and 
labor.
